6 BABIES DIE IN 


DREAMLAND FIRE 


Flames Sweep Incubator and 
Other Buildings in Big 
Coney Island Park. 


|} ANIMALS IN SHOW SHOT. 


New York, Atay 27, 3:80 a. m.—F ire which 


began shortly after 2 o'clock this morning 


in Dreamland, at Coney Island, has already 
destroyed many of the attractions at that 
resort, and at last accounts had attacked 
the high tower, which is the distinctive fea- 
ture of the big amugement park. 

Six infants in the incubator exhibit were 
suffocated. So far as known these are the 
only casualties. The fire started in the at- 
traction called Hell Gate and spread from 
there to the scenic railway, the trip to the 
north pole, the infant incitbator, and the 
electrical building, all of which were con- 
sumed. | 


Bostock’s Animals Burned. 

At the moment the fire began the animals 
in Bostock’s show began roaring, and they 
could be ard tor many blocks above the 
crackling of the flames. Their trainers, 
Bonavila and Ferrari, did not lose any time 
in attempting to drive them from their cages 
down the runways 2 the van in which 
they are moved. 

But the firemen under Deputy Chief 

O' Keefe and the policemen after consultation 
5080 the animals should not be moved. 
The wind was blowing the fire to the west- 
ward, and crowds from all over the island 
were choking Surf avenue at the entrance 
of Dreamland. 

Dreamland had closed up at midnight. 
The crowd there was not very large. 

At the time the blaze was discovered there 
was no one in the park, so far as is known, 
except the employés. 


Dreamland Season Just Opened. 

The season at Dreamland and the other big 
Coney island parks opened only last Satur- 
day night. The park was entirely renovated 
during the winter season. 

Dreamland was the second of the big parks 
to be established on the island. Its tall 
tower, gleaming ‘with electric lights, was a 
conspicuous feature from the ocean at night 
and by day loomed up a commanding object 
from all aides.

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RUSSIA MODIFIES 
BARRIER ON JEWS 


Permits Those in America to 
Visit Czar's Domain on 
Legitimate Business. 


HEEDS PROTEST OF TAFT. 


Washington, D. C., May 26.—[Special.]— 
After many years of practical exclusion from 
Russia. Jews who desire to enter that coun- 
try om business will be admitted hereafter 
under restrictions to be prescribed by the 
Russian government: 

Official information has been received here 
that Russia henceforth will accord more 
liberal treatment to the Jews. This is a 
concession to the continued protests of the 
United States against the discrimination by 
Russia against Jews who are American citi- 
zens. 

This government contended that the bar- 
ring of the Jews constituted a violation of 
the commercia] treaty of 1832 between the 
two countries, which porvided among other 
things for reciprocal rights of travel. 

Under the procedure which has prevailed 
up to this time Jews were admitted to Russia 
only after they had obtained passports which 
were vised by the Russian embassy or by 
| Russian consular offices in this country. 


Refusal to Vise Passports. 

This method of procedure has, nowever, 
practically been a dead letters, as in nearly 
all cases the Russian officer declined to vise | 
the passports. Several instances where 


prominent American Jews desired to enter 
| visional 


Russia and applied for credentials, have in 
recent years ovrought this question to public 
notice. 

The attitude of Russia on this question 
caused widespread agitation among the Jews 
ot the country, especially in New York city. 
It was only a few months ago that a dele- 
gation of New York Jews, headed by Jacob 
H Schiff, called on President Taft at the 
White House and urged him to abrogate the 
treaty with Russia because of the discrimi- 
nation against Jews who -were naturalized 
Americans and entitled to all the rights of 
the convention. 

Protest by President Taft. 

The president declined to do this because 
he believed the abrogation of the treaty would 
result in considerable injury to American in- 
tetests and the situation would pot be im- 
proved except on sentimental grounds. But 
the president has protested vigorously to Rus- 
tia against the discrimination. 

One or two bills also were introduced in 
congress at the last séssion on this subject, 
and there has been further agitation at the

QUIET RESTORED 10 THE CAPITAL 


Mexico City, May 26.—Porfirio Diaz, for 
whom during thirty years all Mexico has 
stood to one side, hat in hand, stole from 
the capital with great secrecy at 2 o’clock 
this morning. Only a few friends whom he 
dared to trust followed him to the station. 
Diaz was bound for Vera Cruz to take ship 
for Spain. In the distance he could hear 
the voices of a few of the more enthusiastic 
gelebrants who were still acclaiming the new 
president, Francisco Leon de la Barra, and 
shouting Viva Madero.’’ 

80 carefully were the arrangements made 
for the former president's escape that de- 
tails could not be confirmed until this after- 
‘-hoon. Secrecy was due less to apprehension 
of a popular outburst than to a desire to 
reach Vera Cruz without the fact being 
known to marauding bands along the route. 


Uses Narrow Gauge Line. 

Travel between this city and the seaport 
usually is over the Mexican railroad, a stand - 
ard gauge line with modern equipment. Rails 
along this route, however, frequently have 
been removed of late by bandits, who were 
determined that Diaz should not leave the 
capital. They are reported to have harbored 
the idea that Diaz would follow the precedent 
of other Latin-American presidents and carry 
the national funds with him. 
| There is another railroad to the coast, a 
marrow gauge affair, owned by the govern- 


ment. The bandits have not molested it, and 


t was chosen by the ex*presidert fer his trip, 
Private telegrams received tonight report 
the arrival of Gen. Diaz at Vera Crus at 8 
o clock this afternoon. 

Diaz boarded the Ypiranga, a Hamburg- 
‘American boat, tonight. The Ypiranga is 
due to sail south to Coatacoalcos tomorrow. 
It will return to Vera Cruz and sail for Eu- 
rope on Wednesday. 


Flight During Cold Rain. 

Gen. Diaz, still feeble from his illness, left 
hie home at 2 o'clock in the morning. A 
more dreary leave taking could scarcely be 
imagined. Rain had fallen earlier in the 
night and by the time the ex-president 
‘emerged from his house the air was chilly. 
He was closely muffled. The route to the 
San Lazaro station had been mapped out 
over unfrequented streets. Police were scat- 
‘tered along the line. 

Three trains were used, the first acting as 
‘pivot. The Diaz special followed and some 
time later a third train occupied by a de 
‘tachment of Twenty-fifth infantry set out.

AND OVERCOMES 13 


No Relief in Sight T Today from 
Torrid Wave That Slays 
and Prostrates, Fore- 
caster Asserts. 


MERCURY AGAIN AT 94.2. 


Discomfort in the Loop En- 
hanced by Stickiness of 
Pavements; Whole 
Country Suffers. 


Heat prostrations and deaths from heat 
increased in number yesterday with the con- 
tinuation of one of the hottest periods in May 
since the weather bureau was established. 

Five deaths and thirteen prostrations were 
reported. 

The thermometer at the weather bureau in- 
dicated a maximum temperature yesterday 
of 94.2 degrees above zero, exactly the same 
as the maximum temperature for Thursrday. 

Another day of excessive heat, without 
cooling winds or showers, was predicted by 
the weather forecaster for t A cool 
wave is prophesied for Sunday or Sunday 
night. 

Effects of the heat were apparent in all sec- 
tions of the city. Laborers engaged on the 
streets and on various worke were in many 
instances relieved from their work in the 
afternoon, A juror was stricken in a court- 
room and a park employé was overcome by 
the heat in Jackson park.

Suffering Grows More General, 

Although tne temperature did not exceed 
that of the previous day there was more gen- 
eral suffering fran the weather than on 
Thursday. The thermometer registered in 
the eighties before 9,0’clock in the morning, 
and at 11 o'clock the mercury was touching 
vo degrees. The glare of the sun was con- 
tinuous and caused such a general attack 
upon the ice cream, buttermilk, and light 
beverage market that many places in the 
loop district had exhausted their supplies 
before noon. 

A dozen straw hats appeared where only 
one could be found. the day before, and 
negligee costume was general upon the 
streets. The opening of the equine millinery 
Season was Officially observed, and thou- 
sands of horses made,their first appearance 
of the season adorned with becoming straw 
hats. 

The parks were visited by thousands, and 
the bathing beaches had the appearance of 
summer, although the temperature of the 
water discouraged ell but the most venture- 
some from taking a dip. The sand beaches 
were occupied by hundreds, however, and 
a score or more of yachts made early trips 
about the bay. 

Health Department Warns. 

The health department of the city sent out 
the customary wernings and advice in re- 
gard to hot weather, and inspectors from the 
sanitary bureau began their anti-fly cam- 
paign th earnest by starting systematic in- 
spections of districts where superintending 
of garbage and rubbish removals and abate- 
ment is to be carried on. 

A widespread annoyance due to the heat 
was the tar and oil dose that came up from 
pavements all over the city. In the loop dis- 
trict there was such a deposit of gum on 
streets paved with creosote blocks that the 
street department reouired the contractors to 
sprinkle sand not only at crossings but over 
entire bincks. 

This was small relief. Pedestrians continue 
to find their shoes smudged with the ad- 
hesive preparation. One sun distracted man 
walked into the city hall about 8 o'clock 
with a sheet of a newspaper sticking to one 
foot. Every sidewalk downtown bears black- 
ened marks of shoe imprints. 

At the La Salle hotel, in the vicinity of 
which the melting tar wes particularly a 
nuisance, the doormen and porters were kept 
busy sweeping the corridors and entrances. 
Guests paused at curbings to scrape the 
gummy substance from their shoes.

McCabe May Furnish Key. 

McCabe and Burke ate both friends ef 
Gentleman and are alleged members of the 
crews of “ private cars used in labor slug-

Through McCabe, Inspector Hunt believes 
he will clear up the identity of Gen- 
tlemans slayer within twenty-four hours. 
McCabe admitted that he ré€telved the 
telephone message from O'Malley's Sa- 
loon which lured the victim to his death. He 
told the police that he delivered the message 
to Gentleman outside of Carroll's saloon at 
Root street and Emerald avenue and accom- 
panied him to O Malley’s saloon. 

At this point McCabe's memory appears to 
bea blank He said Gentleman had a.cun in 
his hand and fired, but who fired the shots 
that riddled the victim, he said he did not 
know. Neither did he know who spoke to

agitation. 

Charles Dickelman, head of the striking 
brickmakers, said last night that he would 
attend the meeting. 


Union Ready to Arbitrate. 
The union desires to settle difficulties im- 
mediately if it can be done without injury to 
the organization and too many concessions,” 
he said. Iwill be glad of an opportunity to 
present the unlon's case to the arbitration 
association.’’ 
The Brick Manufacturers’ atsotiation has 
not intimated whether it will respond to the 
invitation of the arbitration board. Repre- 
sentatives of the organization said the manu- 
facturers expected to effect an early settle- 
ment with the union, 
The investigation committee of the Joint 
Arbitration association will hold a meeting 
today. 
W. P. Verney, general manager of the Hy- 
draulic Pressed Brick company, said ihe 
present building trades situation is the most 
serious in the history of Chicago. 


Costs the City Millions, 
“The inability of contractors to get an 
adequate supply of common brick practically 
has put a stop to building operations,” he 
said. ‘** The other trades can go just so far 
on a building and then they are compelled 
to stop. The brickmakers’ strike, together 
with the plumbers’ and steamfitters’ juris- 
dictional war, has put a crimp in the build- 
ing industry that has cost the city millions 
of dollars.

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FIGHT OVER LIABILITY BILL 


Rival Factions Make Pleas Dur- 
ing Hearing Before Governor. 


DECISION IS IN DOUBT. 


Deneen Will Not Tell Opinion on Mat- 
ter for Some Time, 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Spring deld. III., May 26.—[Special.}]—Before 
Gov. Deneen employers and organised labor 
went to a fight today over the employers’ 
lability and the workingmen's compensation 

bills, which are awaiting his signature. 
Three hundred manufacturers, including 


mine carloads of Chicago men, were here to 


plead that the governor veto the two bills, 
but that the compensation question be in- 
cluded as one of the subjects in a call for an 
extra session. 3 

Against them were arrayed the leaders of 
organized labor. Through John H. Walker, 
state president of the miners’ organization, 
and Edwin R. Wright, president of the state 
federation of labor, the ultimatum was hand- 
ed out that the employers would better ac- 
cept’ the bills which are on the governor's 
table than face a battle in the next legislature 
for more stringen@egislation. 


Deneen Withholds Any Decision. 

Gov. Deneen gave no indication of his 
views, The hearing was held in the senate 
chamber. After five hours of argument Gov. 
Deneen announced he has until June 2 to act 
upon both bills, 

The hearing had been asked be by the 
manufacturers, who admitted they had real- 
ized the importance of the two bills too late 
to get any concerted action while they were 
in the legislature. This was disputed by 
Senator Henson of Decatur, a member of 
the brickiayers’ union, and chairman of the 
senate committee on labor, which consid- 
ered the two propositions in committee. Sen- 
ator Henson in a hot word battle with John 
M. Glenn, secretary of the Illinois Manu- 
facturers’ association, claimed the bill had 
been amended to suit the desires of the rep- 
resentatives of the manufacturers. 

John L. Wolf, chairman of the legislative 
coramittee of the manufacturers’ organiza- 
tion, presented the formal statement of the 
case from the standpoint of the empioyers 


Pleas of the Manufacturers. 

L. C. Blanding of Moline made the princi- 
pal address on behalf of the manufacturers. 
He said confiscation and rumation ot the 
smaller manufacturing industries of the 
state would follow the placing of the com- 
pensation law in its present form on the 
statute bogks. K. K. Knapp, representing 
the railroad interests, completed the trio of 
arguments against the two bills. 

The employers agreed that the manufactur- 
ing interests are favorable to a compensation 
law, but said the one which is up to the gov- 
ernor has been prepared without due con- 
sideration, sg far as the manufacturers are 
concerned, and that the proper thing to do 
is for the governor to veto the present bill 
and submit ft either to the coming extra ses- 
sion of the legislature or permit it to go over 
until the Forty- -eighth general assembly. 

Inasmuch as the compensation bill, should 
it be signed by the governor, does not go into 
effect until May 1, 1912, the further argu- 
ment was advanced that no time would be 
loat from a practical standpoint. 


Claims of Labor Leaders. 

Against this Senator Henson, John Walker, 
and Edwin H. Wright vehemently protest- 
ed, saying the manufacturers had had their 
day in court and that the issue had deen 
clean cut all winter in Springfield, and that 
no excuse could be made for hanging on 
the final steps in the enactment of the bill 
upon Gov. Deneen at this time. 

Tou have come here with a club,” was 
the statement of John Walker. You are 
here virtually to say to Gov. Deneen that he 
must veto these bills or that you and your 
influence will be opposed to him.“ 

Speaking for the manufacturers, L. C. 
Blanding developed the argument that the 
rates for insurance by the liability com- 
panies against accidents will leap from $1 
or $1.50 per $100 of pay roll to $7.50 or more 
and that the little factories cannot live under 
such conditions. 


CALL DENEEN ATTITUDE UNFAIR. 

Following their return from Springfield 
last evening sixty-six representatives of the 
manufacturers who urged Gov. Deneen not 
to sign the employers’ liability bill and the 
employés’ compensation bill sent him a tele- 
gram protesting against hie attitude at the 
hearing in the morning. The message said he 
was unfair in indicating all through the 
hearing that he intended to sign both meas- 
ures. Objection also was made to the read- 
ing of a telegram from the International 
Harvester company, when thousands of tele- 
grame protesting against the bille were not 
read.

Whoshall call me dreamer 
when I say that Young America, with vigi- 
lance,' soon will enjoy the full flower of Ab- 
erty?” 

The one hundred members sat in their shirt 
sleeves. It was the first shirt sleeve banquet 
held in the La Salle, if not in Chicago, 

Congressman Murdock said it was the first 
time he had ever made a speech in his shirt 
sleeves when he was not running for office. 

Congressman Murdock's reference to the 
Standard Oil decision was elicited by a de- 
tense ot the trusts by Joseph French John- 
son, dean of the New York University Schoo} 
of Commerce, who, without giving the fig- 
ures, stated that big business had reduced 
the cost of living. 


Says Old Days Are Passing. 

“ While I hold no brief to speak for the 
people,“ said Mr. Murdock, “still I know 
that if there were an appeal to them from 
the Standard Oil decision it would be the last 
decision of that nature with all due regard 
to Mr, Johnson. 

There ig one man or set of men that can 
bottle! up this nation’s destiny. The effort of 
privilége is on display and persistent, but 
like Diaz today, an old man of power has been 
pried loose from his place as speaker of the 
house at Washington. The old days are 
passing, never to return. 

‘* You in Iuinois are stirring the legislative 
jackpot. Everywhere inquisitive nature is 
disturbing conditions in a search for the 
wrong that shall be made right. 

Long after the Standard. Oil decision has 
been forgotten there will be remembered the 
decision of Justice Harlan, magnificently 
loyal to our democracy. Time has favored 
his diseenting opinion right in the interstate 
commerce case, as it will in the Standard Oil 
case.

‘All Demand a Full Expose of 
All Facts in Illinois 
Bribery Scandal. 


DIFFER ONLY ON METHOD 

La Follette Concludes Plea for 

Inquiry by Committee of 
New Members.

the Illinois senate has taken in the ver- 
tigation of the case, and a synopsis of which 
I have submitted to the senate, makes a 
etrong case of appeal to the senate for a 


reopening, a rehearing, and a retrial of the 


right of William Lorimer to continue to be 
@ member of this body. 

“Mr. President, shortly before thie case 
was submitted to a final vote by the senate 
ac the last session I interfered with the 
genate s agreeing by unanimous consent to 
fix a time to vote. I objected to it In the 
hope that I could at that time, before the 
senate completed its record in this case, 
submit to the senate reasons why the case 
slould be still further investigated. 


Tells of Search for More Facts. 
“After making objection to unanimous 
’ @e@ngent that the vate should take place at 

a certain time, I made the most diligent effort 
to obtain facts, of which I had received some 
intimation, which I could lay before the 
setate in such a way as would command 
the attention of the senate and induce it 
to defer further consideration of the case 
watil there hed been a more complete and 
thorough investigation. 
„But, sir, with all that I could do I was 
not able to come before the senate so p 
_ pered that I would feel warranted in ask 
ing the senate to arrest the progress of 
the case and reopen it. And, therefore, al- 
taough I felt a moral certainty the senate 
was proceeding to the determination of this 
vital matter without all the facts in the 
case, and although I felt certain those facts 
eculd be procured—could have been secured 
by the senate had the powers of the senate 
been exercised in that regard—I felt con- 
trained to permit it to go to judgement on 
the facts as they then were. But I fek a 
moral certainty there must come e time 
when this body would be calléd upon to re- 
open and to reinvestigate this case. 


Link in Evidence Found. 

“I remember, Mr. President, that the ques- 
tien was raised in the debate on the Lorimer 
case that a most important link in the testi- 
mony was wanting, and that while there 
were witnesses ready to swear money had 
been used, no one had been forthcoming with 
proof to show whence that money came. It 
was a significant and marked omission in the 
toe tu mos presented by those who were seek- 
ing to make a case against Mr. Lorimer’s 
title to a seat here. 

“Mr. Kohlsaat furnished testimony to that 
committee (the Helm committee) of a reputa- 
Ble witness. I will say that from such in- 
vestigation as I have made personally I feel 
warranted in saying Mr. Funk is a most 
reputable witness, and if a senate committee 
should ever take his testimony I am sure 
' every member of it will be constrained to 
eme before this body and say that no more 
reputable witness testified before the senate 
committee reinvestigating this case than this 
man, Mr. Funk. I have taker some pains 
to ascertain about him. 


Feels Confidence in Funk. 

“So, I say when Mr. Kohbeaat referred to 
him as the man from whom he had derived 
the information which warranted the edi- 
torial which first attracted my attention, I 
felt a sincere duty to put before the senate 
the resolution which I introduced. 

“I felt unwilling as a member of this body 
to sit silent here while testimony was being 
taken in a legislature of one of the sovereign 
states of the union tending to prove that a 
fund of $100,000 had been used to corrupt the 
title of a member of this body to his right to 
sit bere with us in our deliberations and vote 
day by day settling the fate of important 
legislation. : 

“I felt that the tntegrity of this body, I 
felt that the standing of this body before the 
people of this country, which I conceive, sir, 
to be a matter of some importance—for after 
all we are the agents of the public, and I 
esteem it a matter of great importance that 
the public shall have confidence in the in- 
tegrity of this body—I felt unwilling as a 
* gmermber to sit here ignoring what was taking 
place in the Illinois legislature. When this 
testimony became public I arose, sir, and 
introduced the resolution. 


New Testimony Cited, 


“That resolutior recited that this case had 


deen before the senate, but that new testi- 
mony had been produced which was material 
to the issue tried. I know it was in the mind 
of every senator on this floor that the contest 
had been settled by a close vote—that the 
judgment of the senate had been pretty near- 
ly evenly divided—and it seemed to me that 
with new testimony coming to throw its flood 
ef light back on the record upon which we 
bad passed, that the senate ought to show on 
ite record here an interest in what was tak- 
ing place elsewhere relative to the integrity 
of the organization of the senate 

Mr. La Follette said one of the reasons he 
suggested a special committee was that the 
privileges and elections committee lacked a 
quorum at that time. 

“But, Mr. President,” he continued, it 
may be that I have an undue regard—an 
exaggerated idea of the importance of public 
opinion—but I had the feeling that the senate 
ought to show promptly an interest in what 
was being disclosed in Illinois and ought to 
indicate some action looking to a reopening 

dt this case. 


Criticism of Resolution. 

“ Now, Mr. President, that resolution pro- 
yoked criticism by members of the senate. 
It was subject to some criticism on the part 
of a section of the press. It was referred to 
as unprecedented. It wag criticised as a re- 
flection on the presiding cfficer of this body 
and as an unwarranted interference with 
the prerogative which had been exercised for 
@ long time by the presiding officer, by the 
form of resolutions which had clothed the 
presiding officer with the naming of special 
committees. 

“Mr. President. I want to say I intended 
no refiection upon anybody by the introduc- 
tion of that resolution. I took a course 
which seemed to me to be logical and consist- 
emt.

Beads Sumner’s Denunciation.

Ulustrates Effect of Caucuses. 
The senator read a tabulation showing this 
committee of fifteen members had been made 
up so that of its membership seven senators 
were members of the old committee that 
whitewashed Lorimer, four were members 
of the old whitewashing subcommittee, nine 
were senators who voted for Lorimer before, 
while only three were senators who voted 
against him and only three others were new 
senators who never had passed on the case. 
“I am arguing for the appointment of a 
special committee of new men to investigate 
this matter,“ continued Mr. La Follette, 
“ because I believe the mind of the average 
man the country over must, as my mind does. 
revolt against the idea of submitting this 
case to a jury or body of men that already 
has passed upon the facts with respect to it. 
I say, Mr. President, it can make no differ- 
ence in the psychhology of the case that 
there be some new facts to be considered 
here, and important ones at that. 


Sees Vital Issue at Stake. | 

The human mind operates in certain well 
known and fairly defined lines. It reasons on 
certain well known and clearly marked out 
principles. Mr. President, I want to bring 
back this senate. if I can, to the importance 
of the business we have got in hand 

“The office of United States senator, as 
every one of you muet feel. is of tremendcus 
power. A single vote may decide a question 
of great national policy. 

“Mr. President. It is a deeply significant 
fact that for seventy years after this gov- 
ernment Was etsablished the United States 
scrate never was humiliated by a call to 
investigate a charge of corruption in the 
e'ection of one of its members. . 

“Since that time eleven senators have 
deen summoned to the bar of the senate to 
defend themselves against the charge of 
bribery. In recent years the all tions 
of fraud and corruption in connection with 
the election of United States senators have 
been rife in scores of legislatures where 
the positive and direct evidence—always so 
d:ficult to secure in bribery cases—has 
failed to warrant filing formal charges. 


Made Difficult to Convict, 
A study of the ten bribery cases tried 
here in recent years discloses the growing 
tendency toward the establishing of prece- 


dents whigh make it increasingly dimeun 


| ts convict, except in cases where the proof 
iy overwhelming and notorious, 

The decision in the Lorimer case makes 
another of these unfortunate precedents. In 
some respects it stands alone—a lurid page 
in the history of lowered senatorial stand- 
ards. 

Blind indeed the men who will not see 
tre certain and inevitable result. 


“The abolition of caucuses and conven- 
t'ons and the nomination of all candidates 
by direct vote, the election of United States 
serators by direct vote, the nomination of 
presidential candidates by direct vote, the 
initiative, the referendum, and the recall 
all these are but the logical outcome of the 
betrayal of public trust by public officials. 

“There has grown up a scorn and con- 
tempt for the plain citizen. It has become 
common to refer to the people as a mob,“ 
and the people’s rule as ‘the rule of the 
mod 

Will of People Supreme. 

Mr. President, constitutions and statutes 
and all the complex details of government 
are but instruments created by the citizens 
for the orderly execution of his will. When- 
ever and wherever they fail, they will be so 
changed as to make them effective to execut 
and express the well consideréd judgment of 
the citizen. Over and above cgnstitution and 
statutes, and greater than al, is the supreme 
scvetignty of the people” 

“We need not fear, Mr. President. This 
is the people's government. They will not 
destroy it. They will not permti organized 
privilege to destroy its vital principle. They 
will restore and forever preserve it as a 
government that shall be truly representa- 
tive of the will of the people. 

They know that the initiative and refer- 
erdum will place in the hands of the people 
the power to protect themselves against the 
mistakes or indifference of their representa- 
tives in the legislature. Then it will always 
be possible for the people to demand a direct 
vote and to repeal a bad law which the 
legislature has enacted, or to enact by direct 
vcte a good measure which the legislature 
has refused to consider. 


Recall as Weapon of People. 

“The recall will enable the people to dis- 
miss from public service a repreSentative 
whenever he shall cease to serve the public 
interest. Then no ‘jackpot politician’ can 
hold his office in defiance of the will of a con- 
stituency whose commission has has dis- 
honored. 

Wherever representative government 
fails, it faile because the representative 
proves incompetent or false to his trust. In- 
trenched in office for his full term, his con- 
stituency is powerless and must submit to 
misrepresentation. There is no way to cor- 
rect his blunders. or to protect against his 
betrayal. At the expiration of his service he 
may be replaced by another who will prove 
equally unworthy. The citizen is entitled to 
some check, some appeal, some relief, some 
method of halting and correcting the evils of 
misrepresentation and betrayal. | 

“Initiative, referendum, and recall will 
insure real representative government, and 
will prove so effective as a check that it rare- 
ly will be found necessary to invoke the 
powers conferred against unworthy repre- 
sentatives in any enlightened and progres- 
sive commonwealth, 

Wants Impartial Investigators. 

Il belleve we ought to select men here who 
are not zealous against Mr. Lorimer or zeal- 
ous for him, but men who will recognize in the 
first place that the public has the paramount 
right in this case. They must prosecute their 
investigation with perfectly free minds, pur- 
suing every fact that will tend to prove Mr. 
Lorimer was honestly elected, pursuing. and 
having recorded, and bringing to the senate 
every fact that will tend to prove the con- 
trary, of which there are witnesses ready to 
testify. When they perform their office there 
must be no screed of testimony left lacking 
in any secret place in Illinois or elsewhere 
that can aid the senate to arrive at a just 
conclusion. ö 

“I want, for my part, sir men to go out 
who are absolutely free. I mean by that who 
are free from any preconceived notion about 
the case. I mean no imputation touching the 
integrity or the honor or sensitiveness of any 
senator by the use of that word. They are 
almost all lawyers here on this floor. I do 
not believe there is a lawyer here who would 
take the case of a client in which he could 
not feel that he could enter fully with a 
conviction. I would not. ; 


New Men Best for Inquiry. 

Now I do not believe that work can be 
done by electing men who have been on the 
case before. I say that without any dis- 
paragement of those men, and I would say it 
just the same if I had been on the committee 
before. I say now that had I been assigned 
to the committee on — and elections 
as I would like to have been 
this kind, Mr. President, if I had been free 
to do it, would be work for which I have taste 
Work of investigation—I would not have 
felt free to exercisé my right to sit as an in- 
vestigator in this particular case upon which 
I had formed an opinion, .

Senator Bailey Takes a Hand. 

Following Senator La Follette, Senator 
Bailey addressed the senate. 

„Mr. President,“ he said, “I speak with- 
out their authority, but I am sure I speak 
with absolute accuracy when I say that in 
view of the testimony elicited by one of its 
committees and in view of the resolution 
adopted by the state senate of Illinois every 
Democratic senator favors a further and a 
thorough inquiry into the election of Senator 
Lorimer. That was the mind of Democratic 
senators before the senator from Wisconsin 
began his extended address, and that is the 
mind of Democratic senators since he has 
concluded it. : 

„1 think, Mr. President, I have fairly ex- 
pressed the opinion of every Democratic sen- 
ator in what I have just said, but in what 
I am now about to say I state the position of 
only a part of them. We favor this investi- 
gation because it is alleged that new and 
material evidence of corruption has been 
ound. We feel if that allegation can be 
established the senate owes it to itself and 
owes it to the country to hear and consider it. 
But, sir, it is upon this new evidence we base 
our vote, and not upon any dissatisfaction 
with the former judgment of the senate. 


Bailey Praises Committee’s Work. 

“In my judgment, with some immaterial 
exceptions, that committee did its work as 
well as any committee of this senate could 
have done and it is no fair subject of criticism 
that some of the witnesses to the transac- 
tions concealed their knowledge from that 


other committee or to other people. 

“If there were no new evidence I would 
not vote to grant anew trial because, as else- 
where, there must be a finality of judgment 
Here, as elsewhere, mustsome time come the 
end of proceedings like this. 

„I have ag much respect for public opinion 
as any senator ought to have, but without 
intending to defy it I say to the senate and to 
the country frankly that public sentiment 
could not control me in @ matter like this. 
When we come to pass upon the election re- 
turns and qualifications of our members we 
act, sir, in a judicial capacity and if I were 
a judge upon the bench I would yield as soon 
to the clamor of the crowd which thronged 
my courtroom and de manded a trial as 1 
would grant it upon the public demand ina 


case like this. 


“Clamor Is Not Sentiment.” 

„ve decide these questions upon our oaths. 
The senator from Wisconsin [Mr. LaFollette] 
himself has well said we should decide them 
with judicial fairness. Can we, sir, decide 
them with judicial faimess with one eye 
upon the record of the evidence and the other 
turned toward the angry crowd. 

“ Oh no, sir; the senate must not be swayed 
by considerations like that. But 1 venture 
to believe that the senator from Wisconsin 
has not safely gauged public sentiment 
on this question. Sir, clamor is not senti- 
mént. To see the newspapers filled with 
certain demands does not always indicate 
that the people approve those demands. 

“Mr. President, even if this were a ques- 
tion in Which we might consider public 
opinion, I would demand to know whether 
or not that public opinion were well informed 
and 1 am able to say to the senator from 
Wisconsin that in this case it is not well in- 


forméda. 
Calls People Uninformed, 


„All senators here and all sensible men 
everywhere will agree that before the judg- 
ment of any man with respect to this case is 
entitled to be considered he must have read 
the evidence, and he ought to have studied 
the law. As the people do not employ their 
minds about the cold and the technical rules 
of the law I waive that requirement in this 
case, but 1 stil] demand that those who cen- 
sure us and demand that we review and 
revise our judgment shall at least know 
somefiiting about the facts. 

Do the American people understand them, 
sir? ‘They are to be found In a printed volume 
apvering more than 700 pages. How many 
busy men in this republic have rested from 
their Sveral tasks to study that testimony?

Sees Chance for Reparation.

sir, before the country, for we do not need 
to do that—right before our conscience and 
before our God. If we have seved the seat 
of a man who was guilty of buying it or 
whose friends bought it for him, we owe a 
reparation, and the senator from Wisconsin 
will not be readiér than we will be to 
make it. : 

™ Foftunately, Mr. President, in my opin- 
icn, with the lead now furnished to the com- 
mittee, the escape of the guilty men, it cor- 
ruption and bribery were practiced, becomes 
impossible. 


- Outlines Course of Procedure, 

“The committee can take the attorneys 
fer which the resolution of the senator from 
Virginia [Mr. Martin] provides. They can 
take the expert accountant for which it also 
provides. They can go to the business 
houses of the men accused. They can go into 
the banks and under the process of the senate 
they can compel those people to open their 
bceoks, and with these accountants I have no 
ecrt of doubt that if that $100,000 corruption 
tund was raised and spent that fact can be 
clearly established. ; 

And if that shall be done, sir, we will 
give the country instant and convincing 
proof that the senate of the United States 
will not shelter a corruptionist or the bene- 
ficiary of corruption. 

‘ But, Mr. President, let us remember that 
as important as it is that the senate shall 
enjoy the public confidence, it is still more 
iinportant that we shall preserve our self- 
respect. I will trust the destiny of this re- 
poblle to senators who would give up their 
office rather than to do violence to their 
conscience, but I will not give ‘t into the 
keeping of men who are prone always to hear 
and always to heed the emotional exclama- 
tichs of the people.“ 


Senator Dillingham Speaks. 

In support of the resolution of the regular 
Republicans for an investigation by the 
privileges and elections committee, Senator 
Dillingham, its chairman, said: 

Mr. President, if there be any senator on 
the Republican side of this body who is op- 
posed to the reopening of this case and the 
prosecution of further inquiry I do not know 
who it may be. 

It must have been known to every sena- 
tor that this investigation was going on in 
the state of Illinois by the upper branch of 
the legislature of that state, and it is properly 
thought that every senator like myself has 
watched closely the daily press to know what 
developments have been made. 

“I was only expressing the conviction 
which I had reached and which probablv 
others had reached when I introduced inty 
the senate a resolution providing for the re- 
opening of this case and for the reference of 
it to the committee on privileges and elec- 
tions. I did that because I thought I under- 
stood the character of this body—its charac- 
ter under the constitution. 


Would Follow Lines Courts Adopt. 

Mr. President, it seems to me that in 
the light of the new evidence that has been 
submitted this body—the only body that can 
determine such a question as this—should 
follow the lines the courts have already 
adopted under such circumstances and grant 
@ new hearing, taking up further evidence. 
It is my opinion as it is the opinion of the 
senator from Texas (Mr. Bailey) that the 
investigation ordered at this time should be 
concucted along broad lines, that it should 
be deep, that it should be searching, that 
every possible fact that can shed any light 
on that election should be adduced which 
wil! enable a report to this senate which will 
command its respect and which will com- 
mand the respect of the people. 

Knowing the members of my committee 
as I do, knowing the mind of this body as I 
do, I believe the committee can rise above 
any previous consideration of thie question 
to a consideration of any new facts. I hope 
the question may be reopened and that it 
may take the orderly courggeor procedure 
which has been o inthis body.“ 

Mr. Dillingham said there were no prece- 
dents for an investigation of this character

money for the purpose of paying for a seat in 
this chamber they were doing so because 
they expected an interest in the seat when it 
was purchased. 

It was an instance, if the evidence is to be 
bélieved in its import, where parties delib- 
erately set about to purchase an interest in 
a seat. in this chamber, and it sounds like 
the gabble of idiots to say that business men 
who do not expend $10 without knowing 
where the feturn is to come from would 
put $10,000 In the purchase of a seat in this 
chamber unless they expected some return 
from that investment. 

„Such evidence necessitated a reconsid- 
eration notwithstanding that the justice as 
suggested by the senator from Texas [Mr. 
Bailey] might ordinary require there be an 
end of such matters at some time or other. 

Furthermore, Mr. President, it must be 
conceded that the judgment as taken in 
this chamber at the last session was unsat- 
isfactory. By this I do not mean to imply 
who was right or who was wrong. But that 
the senate of the United States should evenly 
divide, or almost so, upon a question not in- 
volving party alignment or party politics, 
but a simple question as to the integrity 
of a seat, was not only unsatisfactory to 
the country but it was highly unwatisfactory 
to the senate. 


First Verdict Unsatisfactory. 

“It was in a large measure because there 
was a persistent rumor that there was evi- 
dence yet undiscovered that the case as 
brought into this senate chamber was incom- 
plete, and that the investigation—whether 
with fault or without—was not conclusive. 

The matter terminated not only with the 
practical even division of votes, but with the 
belief prevailing, to a large extent, that the 
committee had been unable to preserve all 
the evidence which was at han. Under such 
circumstances the investigation began at 
Springfield and under such circumstances 
this new evidence pointing to the source of 
supply for this corruption fund was revealed. 
Then the only question to be presented was 
the manner of the reinvestigation. 

Those who offered the resolution did so 
because they believed it was the nearest 
approach to a new jury and a new trial that 
could be had on the next investigation. 


Pleasure in Boasting of Crime, 

It may be, Mr. President, that this testi- 
mony which has been adduced at Springfield 
is not sufficient to reach conclusively to the 
title of the sitting member. It may, indeed, 
be true that some of the business men of 
Chicago sitting around their clubs and socia! 
divans talked about purchasing seats in this 
chamber as a mere matter of intelectual 
recreation. 

Or it may be their mora! appetites have 
become so imbued in the pursuit of their 
several lines of business that they find some 
pleasure and take some pride in boasting of 
crimes which they feel unfortunately they 
have never had an opportunity to commit. 

But. Mr. President, if some wealth-ridden 
financial accident is going about in the high 
places and the business centers of Chicago 
talking about collecting assessments for the 
payment of seats in this chamber, I would 
have this investigation proceed with the 
same rigidness and the same thoroughness 
not only that the imputation might be re- 
moved from this body but that these men 
might be branded before the world as com- 
mon street lars. 

Assertions Must Be Cleared Up. 

It is almost as important to remove tbe 
imputation of corruption from this chamber 
as it is to remove the man who has pur- 
chased his seat. There is only one way in 
which to do it, and that is to secure the pres- 
ence of those who assert it, whether it be true 
or not, and let them state before an inquir- 
ing body what reasons they had for making 
assertions of that kind. : 

“I would not permit a man in cold blood 
to talk of purchasing seats in this cham- 
ber as if it were a market place or stock 
exchange, and then seal his lips and close 
his books when the facts were wanted and 
the truth demanded. Against the integrity 
of this body I would not permit, nor the law 
would not permit, if it were properly applied, 
a man to plead his personal convenience or his 
personal affairs. 

Against the integrity of the cotrdinate 
branch of this government the law is suf- 
ficient to gather all the facts wherever they 
may be buried, and the law is sufficient, if 


| necessary, to break into the bank and jail an 


officer to enable a committee of this body to 
look into the contents of every book which 
would exonerate or condemn. 


Confidence Must Be Restored. 

Now, Mr. President, let us do the simple 
thing; let us do the direct thing, the thing 
now at hand to be done, and that is to restore 
confidence in representative government as 
we now have it. Let us meet the responsi- 
bility that is now with us, 

It is perfectly plain, Mr. President, that 
if we have not the power to cleanse repre- 
sentative government of corruption, then no 
form of popular governinent, will long en- 
dure. If such men as Wilson and Broderick 
and Browne—steeped in duplicity and cor- 
ruption—can be nominated at a primary and 
re#lected at a popular election, it is proof 
positive that the composite citizen needs 
some attention, as well as the component 
parts. 

Would Put Aside Technicalities. 

“I should like to see this senate, if I may 
make the suggestion, put aside for once the

Borah Supplants La Follette. 

Senator Borah closed the debate for the 
day with a speech supporting the La Fol- 
lette resolution for a special committee. 

“I say with some frankness,” he began, 
“that it was with difficulty that I arrived 
at a conclusion as to whether a reinvestiga- 
tion ought to be made at all or not. I had 
supposed when the vote was taken in the 
previous session that the matter was ended. 
Indeed, I was convinced it ought to end 
there. But, after the investigation began a 
new line of testimony was brought forward, 
and certainly, whether the evidence is con- 
clusive or not, it all points in one direction, 
and tends to prove one fact, and that is that 
the title here to this seat is based upon cor- 
ruptiorf. | 
| * Certainly we must all admit that if thoge 
who are charged with having done so were 
going about in the city of Chicago to collect 
assessments to pay for seats here they were 
not doing so as a mere matter of pastime or 
ag a joke. It must further appear conclu- 
sively that if there was any one putting up 
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question. of courtesy, the question of com- 
promise, the question of precedent, and the 
question of recognition of some one’s sensi- 
tiveness, and proceed in this matter m such 
a rough and determined and uncompromis- 
ing way as to satisfy the great American 
public—whether the judgment be for or 
against Mr. Lorimer—that it is a correct and 
righteous judgment.”

R. RICHARD B. WATROUS, secretary of the American Civic association, 
writes to Tun Tripung: “I note with great pleasure that Tun Trisunz’s 
fly swatting campaign is on, and that it is on with great vigor. My Tumors 
is on my desk twenty-four hours after its issue, and you may be sure that I 
do and will read every line of its fly stuff.” It is of interest in connection 

with this crusade to know that the government has issued a number of pamphiets on 

the subject of fly extermination. These may be had by applying to the department 
of agriculture, Washington. At least two important/books on this line have also 

‘appeared. One is “Insects and Disease,” by Prof. Rennie Doane of Leland Stanford 
university, and the other is The House Fly.“ by Dr. L. O. Howard, the govern- 
ment entomologist. This is an indication of the widespread interest in the fly swat- 
ting campaign. 

Tun Tnuinunn is in receipt of many letters of encouragement for its crusade 
against this dangerous insect, and from all parts of the country come communica- 
tions relating to various patent devices for catching the pest. We have no doubt 
that these do what is claimed for them, and, although we cannot make the letters 
public, we wish the patentees success. 

The watchword of the anti-fy crusade must not be forgotten. It is oleanliness 
cleanliness in the home, in the sickroom, the stable, and in places where food u 
manufactured or sold. Five minutes a day will suffice to take the necessary pre- 
cautions. 

The city owes it to the taxpayers to enact drastic legislation for the protection 
of foodstuffs in grocery and fruit stores, dairies and restaurants. Some compara- 
‘tively mall towns have laws of this sort, and enforce them rigidly. They dis- 
tribute “fly literature,” the “catechism” printed by Tun TRIBUNE, among school 
children, and in many admirable ways do what they can to prevent these pests from 
everrunning their population. The department of public health in Indianapolis, for 
instance, has carried on a vigorous anti-fy campaign for several years, with the 
result that food has been protected and the health of the city greatly benefited. 
Dr. Charles 8. Woods, secretary of the department, writes Tun Tripunm congratu- 
lating it on the fight which has just begun, and adding that in Indianapolis 30,000 
copies of a fly catechism which he compiled were distributed in the schools, and that 
this resulted in widespread education of the children in the danger from fies. This 
year the department is paying particular attention to the sterilization of vaults. 

In Florida, where the fly has been successfully, fought, particularly in large 
cities, they have regulations compelling restaurants to take measures for the destruc- 
tion of flies. A systematic inspection of restaurants, hotels, etc., is maintained by 
the city board of health. Dr. C. K Terry, city health officer, sends THe TRIBUNE 
the score card en which his inspectors mark the conditions of kitchens, ice boxes, 
attendants, pantries or storerooms, dining rooms, surroundings in each restaurant, 
etc., and the methods of washing dishes. This card details even such conditions 
as the cleanliness of the cook and his assistants, the health of waiters, the manner 
of washing towels and napkins, the presence of screens. There is a system of 
marking, and if the score of a restaurant fall below 50 or reaches 85 or better 
the fact is chronicled in the daily press. Dr. Terry says that this has resulted in 
the Jacksonville restaurants being cleaner, safer, and serving better food than those 
of any other city, as competition is stimulated by publication. 

A subscriber forwards this suggestion, which may well be heeded by the author- 
ities in Chicago: | | 

[Editor of The Tribune. ]—1 have read much in your paper about “swatting 
the fly,.“ and I smile at some of it. I think I have the only sure “swat the 
fly” method, and it is for every one to take a hand in separating the fy from 
his base of food supply. History telle us of whole armies which have been 
forced to surrender by this method. I think the health department should compel 
those wagons which go about the city in the daytime collecting the offal from 
butcher shops to do it at night, when we and the files are asleep. They are 
very offensive and a great base of supply for the fly, as thousands can be seen 
every day following up the wagons; and when they get their fill they drift into 
our kitchens and sleep it off. rT

I have found here a new friend, to whom I grow 
Gaily more devoted—George Sand I go on from 
one novel to another and think the last I have 
read the most sympathetic and friendly in tone, 
until I have read another. It is a life in dream- 
land.

Here is a letter all in verse written by 
Stevenson to Henley apropos of his uncle, 
Dr. George Balfour, having recommended 
him to wear “a specially contrived and 
hideous respirator for the inhalation of pine 
oll: 

Dear Henley: With a pig’s snout on 
I am starting for London, 

Where I likely shall arrive 

On Saturday, if still alive: 

Perhaps your private doctor might 
See me on Sunday’? If all's right 

I should then lunch with you and with she 
Who's dearer to you than you are to me. 
I shall remain but little time 

In London as a wretched clime, 
But not so wretched (for none are) 
As that of beastly old Braemer. 

My doctor sende me skipping. I 
Have many facts to meet your eye. 
My piss enout’s now upon my face; 
And I inhale with fishy grace, 

My gills outflapping right and left, 
Oi. pin. sylvest. I am bereft 

Of a great deal of charm by this— 
Not quite the bull's eye for a kiss— 
But like the gnome of olden time 
Or bogy in à pantomime. 

For ladies love I once was fit, 

But now am rather out of it. 
Where’er I go, revolted curs 

Snap round my military spure;- 

The children all retire 

And scream their bellowses to bits, 
Little I care; the woret’s been done: 
Now let the cold impoverished sun 
Drop frezen from hie orbit; let 

Fury and fire, cold, wind and wet, 
And cataclysma! mad reverses 
Rage through the federate universes; 
Let Leweon triumph, cakes and ale, 
Whisky and hock and claret fail; 
Tobacco, love and letters perish, 
With all that any man could cherish. 
You it may touch, not me. I dwell, 
Too deep already—deep in hell; 

And nothing can befali, O damn! 
To make me uglier than I am. 

I ghould think that if Henley remenibered 
any of the letters that Stevenson wrote to 
him he would have hesitated to have stabbed 
his friend so cruelly as he did, when he wrote 
about him some years ago. Why Henley did 
that no one knows, but he did and there are 
some of us who, though we admired him 
and valued bis friendship, can hardly forgive 
him for his uncalled for outburst. How little 
Stevenson could have imagined that his 
friend would turn and rend him when he 
wrote; 

“My dear, excellent, admired, voicanic 
angel of a lad, trusty as a dog, eruptive as 
Vesuvius, in all things great, in all the soul 
of loyalty: greeting. 

“That you are better spirits me up good. 
I have had no colour of a Mag. of Art. From 
here, here in Highairs the Palm trees, I have 
heard your conversation. It came here in 
the form of a Mistral, and I aid to myself, 
Damme, there is some Henley at the foot of 
this!“ 0 

All of hie letters to Henley are most af - 
fectionate and intimate. 

As every one knows, Mr. Stevenson worked 
up to the end ing from Vailima to his 
friend, Charles Baxter. As late as 1891 he 
wrote: 

By thia time, I suppose, you will have heard from 
McClure, and the Beach of Falesa will be decided 
on for better, for worse. The end of The Wrecker 
goes by thie mail, an awfae relief. I am now free 
and dan do what I please. I kenna. I'll bide a 
wee. There's a child history in the wind; and 
there's my grandfather’s life begun; and there's a 
history of Samoa in the lest four or five yeare begun 
there's a kind of sense to this book; it may help 
the Samoans, it may help me, for Iam bound on 
the altar here for anti-Germanism. Then there's 
The Pearl Fisher about a quarter done; and there’s 
various short stories in various degrees of incom- 
pleteness. De' l there’s plenty grist; but the mill’s 
unco slawft Tomorrow or next day, when the 
mall's through, I'll attack one or other, or maybe 
something else. All these schemes degin to laugh 
at me, for the day's far through, and I believe tho 
pen grows heavy. However, I believe The Wreck 
er is a good yarn of ite poor sort, and it is certainly 
well nourished with facts; no realist can touch me 
there; for by this time I do begin to know some- 
thing of life in the nineteenth century, which no 
novelist, either im France or Engiand, seems to 
know much of, 

From his earliest days at Vailima, Steven- 
son wrote Mr. Colvin a monthly budget. 
containing a full account of his doings and 
interests. These letters, or so much of them 
as seem suitable for publiction, were ori- 
ginally printed Separately in the year fol- 
lowing the writer's death under the title 
of Vallima Letters.” They are here 
presented with some additions in chrono- 
logical order, among those addressed to 
other friends or acquaintances. During his 
first year at Vqilima his general correspond- 
ence was not nearly 80 large as It afterwards 
became. Mr. BurMfgain, the editor of Scrib- 
ners Magazine, received the lion’s shars 
after Mr. Colvin. Mr. Burlingame is to be 
congratulated; to have received the lion's 
share of letters from Stevenson after any- 
body is something to be grateful for.

1 ISS SUSAN GLASPELL of Daven- 
port, Ia., one of the most ambitious 
of the young writers of the middle 
west, has offered her second novel, 
“THE VISIONING.” Her first 

book, he Glory'of the Conquered,’ was la 
chiefly in Chicago, it will be remembered, 
and centered. about the great university out 
on the Midway plalsance. This later book 
ig located in Davenport, and on beautiful 
government island, which lies in the Missis- 
sippi between Davenport and Moline, and 
though Miss Glaspell’s characters dash on to 
New York or over to Paris on occasion, they 
loyally and no doubt wisely return to their 
wooded: isle. 

The story is socialistic in ite tendencies. 
The heroine, Kate Jones, is an army girl.“ 
brought up in the most conventional manner, 
who discovers, owing to some extraordinary 


| circumstances, that a great many things, 


usually thought to be of the greatest im- 
portance, really do not matter at al. She 
happeng to overhear “the sorrow of the 
world,“ and she repudiates her Mfe of ease 
and convention to marry, at the last, and 
after many brilliant matrimoniai opportuni- 
ties, a man who, entering the army in the 
humblest capacity, quitted’ it by means of a 
military prison. Notwithstanding which, he 
is a wise, noble, serene creature—which, 
one may surmise, is not beyond the possi- 
bilities. Nothing in the book is beyond the 
possibilities, though certainly some of the 
events are surprising. But still what isa 
romance for, if not to surprise one? There 
is no need to criticise the book for its oc- 
casional extravagance, but it must be said— 
and with no little regret at the necessity— 
that it is not in a class with Miss Glaspell’s 
„ st volume, 

The Glory of the Conquered “ came very 
oper being literature. 

„The Visioning would never be suspected 
of being so. There appears to be a singular 
confusion of ideas, a mixing of motions, a 
lack of perception of values, which did not 
appear in the previous volume. It 16 as if 
the pool had been troubled and not by an 
angel. In Miss Glaspell’s previous book she 
showed a fine attention to her tale. In this 
book she is bothering about theories, is try- 
ing, it would appear, to adjust herself to new 
points of view, and has lost her clear out- 
look. Her heroine wants to fight for happ!i- 
ness for everybody. She seems to think 
everybody ought to be happy. And Miss 
Glaspell endeavors to defend this point of 
view, 

This is really a serious mistake. There 
are persons who cannot be happy unless they 
are piratical Having committed some 
stupidity which set their lives at odds, thay 
wish to rearrange it at the expense of others. 
This is really not their privilege. Miss Glas- 
peil is speaking in good faith, no doubt. She 


to. understand all is to forgive all. But she 
easily: can be carried too far along this une 
ot thought. She will learn that if freedom is 
a glorious thing, discipline is a satisfying 
one; and that all human beings cannot en- 
jay the same privileges, partly because not all 
understand equally how to avail themselves 
of them. 

But, setting aside all consideration of mo- 
tives, it must be added that Miss Glaspell’s 
book has not the dignity of her previous 
one. This seems younger than the first novel, 
and that there is a self-conscious “ smart- 
ness about the conversation which was 
happily lacking in the previous book. [Fred- 
erick A. Stokes company, New York. ] 

Mr. H. Belloc never can stay long. When 
he calls on one he sits, so to speak, with his 
hat on his knées, tightly grasping his walk- 
ing stick, as if to assure himself that in a 
moment or two he win be upon the road 
again. But, though he has such a habit of 
haste, he at least is sociable, and calle often 
and early. Within the last few months he 
has given us three little books of essays, the 
latest bearing the title ON SOMETHING! 
In this small volume there are thirty essays, 
each as crisp as a hew leaf of lettuce on 
which has been dropped a judicious morsel 
of highly seasoned mayonnaise. 

Mr. Belloc thinks of many things—of odd 
people and bridges, of immortality and blue 
books, of Caedwalla and thrupenny bits, and, 
no doubt, of cabbages and kings—and what- 
ever he thinks of he discourses upon. But 
not too long. He shows a genius for the use 
of periods." 

But it must not be supposed that mere 
smartness of phrase and modernity of opin- 
ion are the sole qualities of Mr. Belloc’s pen. 
He can write touching things and imegina- 


thetic without for a moment being maudiin. 
He has found out how to say much in a little 
space; and when he has produced his effect, 
he lets it go at that without those tiresome 
iterations with which duller folk emphasize 
their point. 

These little essays are published in a num- 
ber of English periodicals and no doubt enjoy 
much popularity. But engaging as they are, 
it is to be hoped they are but preparing the 
way—like alert young scouts—for the ad- 
vancing battalions of Mr. Belloc’s more co- 
hesive and strongly massed ideas. E. .

OUR thousand two hundred persons at 
tended the second program of the north 
shore festival last evening, in, the 
Northwestern university gym, and this 
morning there are just that many en- 

thusiastic admirers of the art of Mme. Atma 
Gluch of the Metropolitan. opera, The young 
soprano shared the honors of the evening with 
her distinguished colleague, Mme. Louise 
Homer, and the burden of the program was 
borne by the Thomas orchestra, under its 
regular conductor, hina cn Stock. 

Mme. Gluch was heafü by Chicagoans at the 
last season of the Metropolitan Opera com- 
pany, and the impressions of her art gained on 
that occasion were favorable without being 
overwhelmingly enthusiastic. This season the 

w York reviewers reported her sudden rise 

a position of prominence among Metropoli- 

singers: Her honors were gained in the 

concert hall rather than in opera, a circum- 
stance that is significant of the refinement 
and detailed perfection of her vocal and inter- 
pretative gifts and attainments. 

It is a pleasure to record a complete in- 
dorsement of this opinion. Mme. Gluch elect- 
ed to be heard in the air, Depuis a jour,” 
from. Charpentier’s opera, Louise,“ and 
though this beautiful number has been sung 
four times during the last season by Mary 
Garden, the impression is unavoidable that 
listening to it last night as sung by Mme. 
Gluch one heard it for the first time. In art 
and personality she is an ideal Louise. Though 
still marked by the freshness and slightness 
of youth, her voice possesses both the warmth 
and sympathy demanded by the exquisite free- 
dom, abandon, and dramatic fervor of Char- 
pentier’s melody. She uses it like the experi-

climax. Charpentier’s music emerged with its 
every accent of beauty and expressiveness 
heightened and emphasized. In response to 
the prolonged applause of the audience Mme. 
Gluch gave as an encore the “Jewel” song. 

Mme. Homer’s first offering was the recitative 
and aria, the “ Faro senza Eurydice.” As an ex- 
ample of interpretative art it will long be re- 
called ag a model. It might be measured by 
the absolute musical ideals of the instrument- 
alist, the pure vocal standards of the devotee of 
bel canto, or the liedersinger’s insistence on the 
value of enunctation and effective declamation, 
and to each standard it ¢onformed perfectly. 

The musician was perhaps most pleased by 
Mme. Homer’s ability to set forth the beautiful- 
ly symmetrical form of the aria, to join prin- 
cipal theme to contrasted section, to add phrase 
to phrase with that perfect sense of the whole 
that gives true value to each part. The singer 
could lose himself in admiration of her fault- 
less presentation of the laws of bel canto. 
the layman found all. these virtues summed up 
in the eloquence that imparted to her delivery 
of the lament of Orpheus all the potency of a 
personal address to the listener. 

With the intention doubtless of obliterating 
the unfavorable impression caused by their in- 
different performance on the foregding evening, 
the Thomas orchestra opened the program with 
a splendid reading of the overture to Weber's 
„Oberon.“ The acoustics of the gymnasium af- 
forded Mr. Stock excuse for another experiment 
in reseating the orchestra. The violins were 
grouped togèther on the left of the conductor’s 
stand, the violas and cellos on the right, the 
wood winds, brass, and done bass, and, drums 
took their accustomed places. The results were 
excellent, save that the brasses predominated in 
all. fortissimo passages. 

Despite evident weariness, the Thomas men 
were able to maintain the standards set in the 
overture, thus proving thaf an orchestral per- 
formance gains distinctly by the simple expedi- 
ent of having the men watch the conductor. 
Smetana’s ever fresh and inspiring symphonic 
poem The Moldau” was set forth with all its 
charm of fluent melody, the Thomas woodwinds 
playing with all their wonted refinement and 
tonal beauty. The variations from Tschaikow- 
sky’s third suite were given similarly admirable 
presentation. Liszt’s second Rhapsodie and 
Stock's Festival March and Hymn to Liberty” 
completed the orchestral offerings.

No CHANGE IN POLICY. 

The board of education adopted a rule 
banishing sororities and fraternities from 
the high schools, and then suspended its 
enforcement until September. That led 
one to believe that the board was not 
im earnest in its course. The action 
taken at the last meeting ought to re- 
assure them. 

The immediate enforcement of the rule 
would have cut down this year’s grad- 
wating classes. A certain number of mild- 
ly insane boys and girls would have 
etuck to their secret societies and let 
Out of considera- 
tion for their foolishness a temporary 
truce was declared. Thus does mercy 
temper justice. 

When the schools reopen in September 
pupils will be required to sign an iron 
beund pledge that they are not and will 
not become, while in the schools, mem- 
bers of any secret society. Those who 
refuse to sign will be denied admission. 
Those who sign and are found to have 
broken their word will be suspended. 
There will be such cases, and the board 
may have a hard time at first in enfore- 
ing the rule.

It cannot 
permit its educational work to be inter 
fered with by the frivolities and vanities 
of immature secret societies.

The repeated lynchings of negroes in this 
country have often furnished English news- 
papers with texts. It looks much as if a 
country over which floats the British flag 
would furnish them with similar texts.

The numerical! superiority of 
the natives, which time will not diminish, is 
the great South African menace. 

There may be no lynchings in that British 
colony, but if there be any it is to be hoped 
the English press will be no less severe in 
condemnation than when denouncing Amer 
ican lynchers.

MEXICO AND ITS NEW OPPOR- 
TUNITIES. 

Mexicans who have lifted the hand of 
Diaz off their country now face the ne- 
ceasity of proving that the autocracy 
was not needed—that a despotism was 
not the requirement of the nation. 

A stable provisional government and 
an orderly election, honest and free with- 
in the provisions of rational laws, will be 
the proof that the insurrection could be 
justified by its results as it was by the 
conditions which produced it. 

One of the Diaz eulogists in the house 


of deputies said the president had failed 


in that he had not seen the real products 
of his own adniinistration—a people wor- 
thy of independence and determined to 
have it. Diaz, in his letter of resigna- 
tion, indicated plainly enough that he did 
not see it, but yielded to necessity. He 
was too old to understand the “social 
phenomena of which he spoke with a 
natural bitterness. A year ago his gov- 
ernment seemed to have such stability as 
to promise not only that it would last 
his time but would be the inheritance of 
the next generation. He was prepared 
to rule Mexico after death, giving it his 
men and his methods. 

A social phenomenon which wpset a 
system seemingly so firmly established 
could not be understood by its chief vie 
tim. The seriousness of the revolt against 
his authority he could see quickly enough. 
From the moment it became apparent that 
the government did not dare concentrate 
its troops and put an effective force in 
the field it was apparent that the Diaz 
rule was over. All Mexico was in revolt, 
although the insurrection was in the field 
in only a few of the states. 

When the reform of election laws and 
land laws by constitutional amendment 
only increased the insistence that the ad- 
ministration of these laws be placed in 
the hands of men who would guarantee 
their enforcement, then Diaz knew his 
days of authority were ended. 

The “correct acknowledgment” of his 
services, which he hopes will come with 
calmer study of his administration, is a 
certainty. They will be appraised justly. 

When he marched into the City of 
Mexico and overthrew the rule of Presi- 
dent Lerdo in 1876 Mexico began to 
emerge from bankruptcy and brigandage. 
He established a peace which invited 
money. and the country grew. He gave 
security to its railroads and its banks,

‘COURAGE IN OPPOSING THE 

Drainage trustees in urging Gov. Deneen 
to veto the Kleeman bill have shown a cour- 
age unusual among elective office holders. 
In general politicians pay more attention to 
the desires of an organized body, however 
small, than they do to the general public 
good. They feel that the small organized 
body will reward its champions and punish 
its opponents, while the unorganized public 
will take no action whatever. 

These trustees were possessed of infor- 
mation which led them to believe that the 
consummation of the Kleeman project 
would cost the public enormous sums of 
money for little or no benefit, and they felt 
it their duty to convey this information to 
the governor of the state. 

The people as a whole will commend this 
action for the public interest. 


DELAY WOULD BE UNNECESSARY 

It is said that action on Mr. Hagenah’s 
final report on the telephone question is te 
be deferred until the gas rate shall have been 
determined. The gas question is admitted- 
ly the more important of the two. There 
are more consumers of gas than there are 
users of telephones. The saying to the 
people through a lower rate for gas would 
be greater than that from reduced telephone 
charges. 

But it threatens to be some time before the 
committee gets through with the subject 
of gas. If Mr. Bemis is to make a complete, 


‘Independent investigation, it may take him 


two or three months, because of other en- 
gagements. And if at the end of that time 
he should not recommend a 70 cent rate, the 
majority of the committee might feel 
obliged to discard his report and hunt for 
an expert who would make the desired 
recommendation. 

There is nothing to prevent the considera- 
tion by the committee of the telephone re- 
port while the gas expert is investigating. 
The idle time it would have could ‘not be 
more profitably employed than in putting in 
operation new telephone rates which would 
save users a quarter of a million dollars a 
year. If the committee were not to take 
timely action the matter would go over 
until the council met after the summer vaca- 
tion. 

When it comes to the drafting of an ordi- 
nance there are some excellent recommenda- 
tions in the Hagenah report aside from 
those relating to rates which should not be 
overlooked. One of them relates to the fact 
that there are numerous disputes between 
the company and its subscribers. They are 
so numerous as to make it eminently desir- 
able that they should be adjusted in some 
other manner than by the company alone. 
At present it is the sole judge, and those 
affected by its decisions often consider them 
unjust. ; 

Work on a new telephone ordinance could 
be begun next week as well as not. The 
telephone people shonld be given ample op- 
portunity to state their side of the case. 
Then the committee would have all the facts 
before it and could be discussing telephones 
while it was not busied with gas.

They are Altgraves—that is to say, 
“old counts,” an old German dignity mid- 
way between prince and count, and which 
is still borne by the members of several 
of the mediatized houses wich exercised 
petty /sovereignty in Germany until the 
the breakup of the holy Roman empire by 
the first Napoleon at the beainning or the 
nineteenth century. There are no altgraves 
among the ordinary or none. no- 
bility of Germany and Austria. 

7 mediatized, the two counts Salm now 
here to take precedence of all nonmediatized 
nobles, no matter whether the latter be dukes 
or princes, and have the right to mate on a 
footing of equality with the members of the 
new reigning houses of the old worird.

In fact, one of their family, Emmanuel, 
eldest son and heir of its chief, is married to 
Archduchess Christine of Austria, daughter 
of Archduke Frederick and Archduchess Isa- 
bella. 

Altgraves Eric and Robert are both un- 
married, each of them officer of a crack 
dragoon regiment of the Austrian army, and 
titular chamberlain of Emperor Francis Jo- 
seph. But they are debarred from wedding 
any American woman, save with the con- 
sent of all the adult members of their ex» 
tremely numerous and wealthy family. 

Should they wed without this consent the 
union would be regarded as invalid, both in 
Austria and in Germany. Their wives would 
not be recognized as such or permitted to 
bear their names and titles, while their chil- 
dren in the same manner would be precluded 
from inheriting their father’s property, 
name, or rank. 

There is one American gigi who, failing to 
realize this, was subjected to much trouble 
and humiliation in marrying a prince of the 
house of Salm—a name which should be 
familiar in this country, since it was borne 
with distinction by Prince Felix Salm, who, 
receiving a commission from Abraham Lin- 
coln, served through the war of the union, 
commanded the Sixty-elghth New York regi- 
ment, and emerged at the close of the con- 
flict with the rank of brigadier general. 

Prince Felix was an uncle of the present 
chief of the house of Salm, and before com- 
ing to this country had seen active service 
in the Holstein campaign of 1849, being com- 
pelled, however, to resign his commission In 
the Prussian army and to leave Europe on 
account of debts. 

Prince Felix Salm married, without the 
consent of his family, at Washington, on 
Aug. 30, 1862, in St Patrick's church, the 
ceremony being performed by the Rev. . 
Walter (who died not long ago), a Miss 
Agnes Lecliéfeq, who was staying at the 
time at Washington with his sister, Delia, 
wife of Edmund Johnson, nephew of Andrew 
Johnson. afterward president of the United 
States. 

There does not seem to be any truth in the 
popular story that she was ever 4 circus 
rider, a report which undoubtedly had its 
origin in her feats of equestrianism, which 
she was fond of displaying on Pennsylvania 
avenue and afterward during the various 
campaigns of the war of the union. For she 
accompanied her husband wherever possible, 
and her services to the sick and wounded 
soldiers on the battlefield caused Gov. Yates 
of Illinois, in 1868, to grant her @ captain's 
commission and pay.

At the close of the war Prince Felix and 
his American wife made their way to Mexico 
in order to join the waning cause of Emperor 
Maximilian. There the prince served in the 
so-called Belgian corps of Gen. Von der 
Smissen. Captured with the emperor, the 
prince would have shared the latter's fate 
had it not been for his wife, who obtained, 
by dint of entreaty, from President Juarez 
a commutation of his sentence to six years’ 
imprisonment... 

Before many months were over, however, 
she had induced the president of the United 
States. through her sister, Mra. Johnson, at 
Washington, to intervene in her husband's 
behalt In Mexico, and on the strength of a 
letter written by the chief magistrate of the 
United States, Prince Felix Salm was set at. 
liberty afid ordered to leave Mexico without 
delay. 

He hastened to rejoin his American wife 
who was awaiting him in Europe, where 
their position was a most difficult one, owing 
to the refusal of the Salms to recognize 
the marriage, and to the debts which he 
had left n Europe on his departure for the 
United States. 

On the outbreak of the Franco-German 
war ne volunteered for service in the Prus- 
sian army and fel] at the battle of Grave- 
lotte, in August, 1870, leaving his widow 
wholly dependent upon a small penston of 
about $1,000, which had been accorded to 
her by toe Austrian Imperial fanuly in recog- 
nition of her own and her husband’s services 
to Emperor Maximilian, who, as everyone 
knows, was an Austrian archduke. 

— 

Finding her position difficult in Germany 
ard Austria, where she was debarred from 
tying herself Princess Salm, she married, 
in i876, Charles Heheage, a one time mem- 
ber of the British diplomatic service, a 
younger brothér of the present Lord Hene- 
age, and who had first met her when, prior 
to her union to Prince Felix Salm at Wash- 
ington, he was stationed there as an attaché 
of the English legation. , 

It seems that through no fault of her own 
this second marriage did not turn out alte. 
gether happily. The couple separated and 
while she insisted that he was afflicted with 
paresis and the inmate of an asylum, when 
she did not positively ignore him, he ended 


years ago. 

Curiously enough, “ Burke's Peerage” and 
other standard works of reference make no 
mention of this marriage of the widow of 
Prince Felix Salm to Charles Heneage, who 
is set down as having died a bachelor in the 
pages devoted to the family of Lord Hene- 
age; and the Almanach de Gotha for the 
last quarter of a century has been equally 
silent as to her marriage with Prince Felix 
Salm, whose family declined to accord to 
her the annuity from the entailed estates of 
the house which she would have been enti- 
tled to had her marriage been valid in their 
eyes. 

She paid several visits to this country and 
at the public gatherings in which she took 
part attracted some attention by wearing 
the Grand Cordon of the Imperial Mexican 
Order of San Carlos, that had been bestowed 
upon her by Empress Charlotte of Mexico, 
but which, of course, can no longer be worn 
at any court or at any official function in 
Europe. She also had two German medals 
granted to all those who rendered service 
during the Franco-Germen campaign, in con- 
nection with the ambulance corps. 

Let me add, in conclusion, that the Salms 
trace back their descent to Count De Salmis 
whose castle of Old Salm, on the Salm. tn 
the Belgium province of Luxemburg. now 
in ruins, was a powerful stronghold at the 
beginning of the eleventh century.

VOICE OF THE PEOPLE. 


- ECONOMY OF AUTOMOBILES, 

Chicago, May 25.—{Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—Bankers and other finenciers have ex- 
pressed their fears that the great amount of 
money invested ln automobiles, motor trucks, 
and other power vehicles will be injurious to 
the general prosperity of the country. The 
magnitude of the country’s business makes 
it absolutely necessary to nee power vehicles, 
for the simple reason that electric cars and 
horseless carriages use coal and oi} to furnish 
motive power, whereas if horses were used 
it would require grain and hay to support the 
horses and furnish the motive power. Five 
hundred thousand power vehicles in use in 
this country take the place of at least 5,000,- 
000 horses. This number of horses must 
consume 2,600,000 bushels of grain per day, 
or 912,500,000 bushels per year. 


Five million horses must also coneume 


0,000 tons of hay per day, or 18,250,000 tons 


per year. The value of the grain and hay 
consumed per year would be $547,500,000 and 
would require 37,375,000 acres of good land 
to produce it. That is to say. an area equal 
to the state of Iowa would have to be em- 
ployed to furnish grain and hay for motive 
power providing a sufficient number of horses 
were used to do the service accomplished by 
500.000 power vehicles. That amount of land 
would supply food for 3,000,000 people. 

Many large farmers throughout the west- 
ern states employ one or more automobiles 
for service going to town and back. It saves 
a great deal of time in hitching up a team 
of horses and expense in supporting them, 
and it also saves much time in going to town 
and back again. I am told by these farmers 
that it is greater economy in time and ex- 
pense to use automobiles and motor trucks 
than it is to use horses. 

The prospects in April and May throughout 
the entire west for extraordinarily large 
crops never was so good as this year, and so 
far as general business is concerned there has 
never been a time since Christopher Colum- 
bus took Horace Greeley's advice to Go 
west, young man” when business prospects 
were better and when labor could be more 
profitably employed than at the present time.

New York Insurance Superin- 
tendent Outlines His Pol- 
icy of Supervision. 


CASE OF THE EQUITABLE. 


George Westinghouse Opposes 
Mutualization and Suggests 
Another Plan. 


BY HOLLAND. 

New York, May 26.— [Special. IIIn the ad- 
Cres delivered by the state superintendent 
of insurance,, William H. Hotchkiss, at 
the tenth anniversary dinner of the Insu- 
france society of New York, on Tuesday 
evening he said the state ‘s hereafter to 
exercise to a higher degree than ever its 
duty of supervising the insurance compan- 
fog, both life and fire. and he believed this 
would be the policy followed by the insur- 
ance departments of all states of the union. 

There were intimations, too, that while 
the life insurance companies are making 
great etrides not so much in preventing 
death, which is inevitable, but in postponing 
it, the fire insurance companies of New 

„ York, within the next ten years, will have 
ecived, in part, at least, the great problem 
ef the prevention of fires. That problem 
is tc be worked out in this city as far as 
pessible under the leadership of Fire Chief 

' Croker, who is of the opinion that under 
thorough inspection and the adoption of new 
legisiation, it will be possible in the course 

_of a few years to establish a system of pre- 
vention of fires whose effect will be reveal- 

end through a great diminution in the number 
of them. 
Case of the Equitable Life. 

Supt. Hotchkiss made only brief reference 
to the life insurance companies, and yet there 
is now under way a proposition involving 
the mutualization, if possible, of one of the 

‘four greatest life insurance companies in, the 
world through the elimination of its stock. 
The par value of this stock is only $100,000, 
but to cance! this stock so that mutuelization 
may be secured would involve the payment 
„ of something like $6,000,000, and the availa- 
ble surplus of this company is only $8,000,000, 
although the surplus, figured upon another 
basis so that it can be reported to the state 
insurance department, is $85,000,000. 

George Westinghouse, who was one of the 
three trustees named by Thomas F. Ryan 
after Mr. Ryan bought a majority of the 
stock of the Equitable Life Assurance soci- 
b ety, has, of course, taken deep interest in the 
revived attempt to mutualize the Equitable 
society. 

Mr. Westinghouse knew, both from per- 
sonal communications which he had with 
Mr. Ryan and from Mr. Ryan’s forma! state- 
ment at the time the deed of trust was exe- 
cuted, that Mr. Ryan regarded his stock 
control as only temporary and that the stock 
would be available at cost price under any 
plan for tts acquisition by the society and 

for the benefit of the policy holders. 


Sees No Need of Mutualization. 

In the five years’ service of the original 
board of trustees it was not possible to ad- 
vance tie mutualization plan, but Mr. West- 
inghouse did work out a plan which he 
thought would give the Equitable society a 
much better government than would be se- 
“cured by mutualization on the one hand or 
by the continuatjon of the stock control in 
the hands of a few persons. | 

Undoubtedly he shared the view which was 
taken by his co-trustees, ex-Presidem. Grover 
Cleveiand and ex-Chief Justice Morgar. J. 
O'Brien. These trustees at no time looked 
upon the complete mutualization of the 
Equitabie as necessary. 

Mr. Westinghouse at that time became con- 
vinced that the desired reforms in the man- 
axement of the Equitable could De promptly 
accomplished without any legislation, noth- 
ing more being needed than concerted action 
on tne part of the shareholders and the 
eurer'ntendent of insurance. 

He was then, and is today, convinced that 
tnaere are undoubtedly some 5,000 public 
spirited policy holders who would be willing 
to subscribe for a contemplated new issue 
of 5 G00 sLares at a price of $1,000 a share 


Could Pay for Morgan’ s Stock. 

In that manner funds could be raised which 
would repay Mr. Morgan, the present owner 
of the majority block of stock, ard, at the 
same time, give all the other shareholders 
like consideration, even if the subscribers 
were called upon afterward to surrender 
their shares to the society for a less con- 
sideration. 

In a letter written in June, 1905, Mr. West- 
inghouse asserted that any arrangement in- 
volving a trust deed, ard the appointment of 
trustees under it, whose chief duties are to 
nominate suitable persons for vacancies upon 
the board of directors, is in the nature of 
things a mere makeshift method 1+ could 
only temporarily satisfy either policy holders 
or the public at large. 

At that time there were 600,600 policy hold- 
ers scattered all over the world. This great 
number made it, in Mr. Westinghouse's 
view, practically impossible to obtain catis- 
factory opinions from policy holders as to 
the choice of directors. He therefore sug- 
gested that all sharehoulders place their 
shares with those held by Mr. Ryan in the 
hands of trustees, that there be 5,000 shares 
of $20 each instead of 1,000 shares at $100 
each, and that no person extept a policy 

holder be eligiblé as a director, and that only 
one share be held by any one perron, who 
must be a policy holder. 


Would Benefit the Society. 
Furthermore he suggested that the trus- 
tees be directed to offer for sale at $1 000 
@ share the 5,000 new shares, each share- 
helder to become a party to the deed of trust. 
He believed this would result in the selection 
of 5,000 of the most influential policy holders 
who would be able to name such a board of 
directors as would surely strengther the 
society in the estimation of the public. 
He still believes this to be the best way of 
securing high, efficient, and ecenomical 
management of the Equitable, thereby ob- 
' taining the one thing sought in complete 
mutualization, the confidence of the policy 
’ folders and of the public

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CREAMERY BUTTER UP ACENT; 
BIGGEST ADVANCE IN WEEKS. 


Cold Storage Demand Lifts Price— 
Eggs Drop—Vezgetables and Fruit 
Rise. 


Creamery butter at Chicago yesterday sold 
at an advance of ic a pound, making the 
most pronounced gain recorded in zeveral 
weeks. Buying for cold storage purposes by 
speculators, who had been reported ready to 
act at any time, was directly responsible for 
the upturn in prices. Egg prices hit the to- 
boggan for a loss of he a dozen on all but the 
two best grades. The latter were scarce, due 
to the poor grading of receipt on account of 
extremely hot weather. 

Buyers of fresh vegetables still faced a shortage 
in early southern greens and had a hard time 
filling orders calling for cabbage, cucumbers, string 
beans, and other vegetables not furnished by near- 
by farmers, Strawberry receipts were disappoint- 
ingly emall and sales of fancy selections were 
made at up to $3.00 per case. Cheese trade had 


a fairly active tone and no new feature l 
in the market for poultry. 


CHICAGO LIVE STOCK MARKET. 


A life size bull movement developed in the 
hog market at Chicago yesterday and prices 
advanced 10@15c to the highest spot of the 
week. Shippers paid $6.17% for two smail 
lots and bought full loads at $6.15, but local 
packers were principally responsible for the 
strength of the trade, and the cost of their 
droves was raised lic, to $6.00.. They oper- 
ated without restriction at the upturn, and 
the market closed in a strong position, with 
only 1,500 hogs left unsold. 

Weakness again pervaded the market for ‘sheep 
and lambs and sales were made at prices that were 
easy to 150 lower than on Thursday. General 
quality of the offerings was inferior and the best 
price obtained for shorn lambs was $6.90, against 
$7.10 Thursday. Wool lambs reached $7.60. Cat- 
tle trade was sparingly supplied and prices held 
on a seady basis, while calves were firm sale and 
showed an advance of Tic to $1.00 for the week.

Coarse Grains Again Lead in Ad- 
vance; Poor Crop Outlook 
Is Main Factor. 


Wheat opened up strong and higher yes- 
terday, but eased off under heavy pressure 
‘of selling for profits. During the session 
trade was nervous with quick fluctuations 
within a ic range. Late in the day prices 
slumped again, but rallied %c in a few min- 
utes. Final quotations were unchanged to 
%c higher. 

Dry and extremely hot weather over the 
greater part of the winter wheat belt was the 
big bull factor. Traders are nervous over 
the outlbok. Shorts have been induced to 
cover freely, and there has been a better 
commission house demand than for some 
time. Local professionals are inclined to 
work on the bull side, and the market re- 
sponds quickly to any buying of importance. 
Outsiders are taking more interest, as they 
do usually whenever there are prospects for 
a crop scare. 


Modern Miller Bullish. 
Over a large part of the winter wheat belt 
the plant is in the bloom and temperatures 
‘over 90 are considered likely to inflict sert- 
ous damage. The Modern Miller was bullish 
saying outlook was poor in many sections 
‘owing to insufficient rains. Northwest re- 
Dort favorable, but crop is approaching a 
critical period of growth. Canada again had 
good rains and showers were predicted for 

the northwest. Elsewhere continued dry 
and hot weather is forecasted. 

Patten was credited with covering short 
wheat and Bartlett-Frazier were about the

Heavy buying of all cereals by Bartlett-Frazier 
was the big feature of the grain market yesterday. 
Patten was credited with covering shorts in 
wheat and corn, but the purchases credited to 
the house were enormous in addition to the short 
covering credited to Patten. It was estimated that 
the concern bought between 1,000,000 and 2,000, 000 
bu wheat, 3,000,000 to 4,000,000 bu corn, and at 
least 2,000,000 bu oats. The buying was the chief 
support of the markets at times, and was effective 
in rallying prices in all pits several times during 
the session. 

Traders operating through Bartlett-Frazier ap- 
pear to be waking up to the fact that has been 
common property for some time, that there has 
been a great deficiency of moisture, and that the 
crops are threatened with serious injury by reason 
of this and unseasonably high temperatures. B. 
W. Snow, the crop expert for Bartlett-Frazier, was 
out with @ summary of conditions, laying par- 
ticular stress on the great deficiency in moisture, 
As other grain men have been making much elo 
about this for some time, the comment on this 
among traders was not at all complimentary to Mr. 
Snow. A few days ago his reports indicated that 
winter wheat had enough moisture to mature the 
crop.

Wheat is reported to be in bloom in the biggest 
part of Illinois and the withering heat of the last 
few Gays is said to have inflicted serious damage 
in this state, as well as in Missouri and Kansas. 
Temperatures through Illinois yesterday were from 
90 to 05, which at this stage of plant growth is 
understood to be enough to hurt the crop material- 


Recent reports from the southwest have been of 
a startling character, low yields being estimated 
for Texas and Oklahoma, with a moderate outturn 
for Kansas. Nebraska conditions are not so bright 


as they were early in the spring, and some grain 


men in that state now believe the crop will not ex- 
céed 35,000,000 bu, whereas the prospect a few 
weeks ago was for a crop uf at least 560,000,000 bu. 
Late estimates of the Kansas yield indicate 10,- 


000,000 bu will be a fair yield under present con- 
ditions.

Corn bulls are talking much higher prices. They 
are enconraged by the light stocks and the fact that 


enormous consumption on the farm has made tre- 


mendous inroads into the farm reserves. Country 
holders are becoming more bullish, and while cur- 


rent receipts were liberal there is not much anxiety 
to sell at present on the part of the farmer, and 
after the first of the month a sharp faliing off is 


expected in receipts. 


The heavy buying by the 
Bartlett-Frazier house recently is believed to have 
been largely for long account. Some traders in 
corn estimated the Bartlett purchases yesterday 
as high as 5,000,000 bu, but the general belief was 


that the house took about 8,000,000 bu. As Bart- 
lett-Frazier have been heavy buyers for several 


days it is believed there has been a fair long line 
accumulated.

BUILDING TRADES 


R. G. Dun & Co. Say in Review 
Industrial Operations Show 
a Serious Loss. 


BANKS HOLD IDLE FUNDS. 


Reflect Cut in Production and 
Distribution; Crop Prospects 
7 Aid Business.

Dun's Review, published today by R. G. 


Dun & Co., will say: 

“Trade conditions exhibit further irreg- 
ulerity. The protracted labor troubles ad- 
versely affect building operations, new per- 
mits showing serious loss, and the weaker 
prices in iron and steel fail to stimulate 
activity in the leading industries. Pay- 
ments through the banks again make closer 
comparison with those a year ago, and the 
record of trading defaults show better. But 
benks continue piling up idle funds, and 
moderate borrowing acutély reflects curtall- 
ment in production and distribution. 

“The more satisfactory indications are 
ecnfined to general merchandise and absorp- 
tion of farm and dairy products. Leading 
rctail mes here and at the interior report 
gratifying absorption of lightweight apparel 
and other seasonable goods, the buying being 
widely due to the high temperatures, There 
is notable reduction of stocks, which will 
lead to many reassortment orders involving 
prempt shipment. 


Textiles Short; Demand Heavy. 

Current demands in the wholesale 
staples show improvement, but there is diffi- 
culty in getting textiles, which are in short 
supply and more dear. Road and mail 
orders for fall and winter wears come for- 
ward freely, and bookings continue their 
favorable comparison with this time last 
r year in dry goods, millinery, silks, footwear, 
men's furnishings. hats and caps, house 
utensils, and food products. 

In most other respects the business situ- 
ation is without decided change, aside from 
the increasing favorable sentiment caused 
br excellent crop prospects and sustained 
confidence of manufacturers in the outlook. 
Weather conditions this week were ideal for 
agriculture, and the spring wheat section 
now holds a most encouraging position. 


Crop Marketings Large. 

„Crop marketings remained surprisingly large. 
but there was also substantial cutgo of the three 
principal cereals and flour. The markets for 
preadstuffs and provisiofis have been under specu- 
jative control on May contracts, and lower prices 
appear necessary to create adequate demands for 
future consumption. Reports from the ranges 
and pastures augur well for stock raising, and 
there are ample arrivals of live meats for norma! 
packing and export needs. 

** Manufacturing branches to some extent re- 
duce machinery and hands owing to paucity of 
forward work. Heavy consumers insist strongly 
upon easier costs for supplies, and the cut in fin- 
ished steel draws more expectation of revised price 
lists to bring out the desired revival at the milis 
and factories. Commitments have fallen short 
of anticipations in pig tron, ralis, forge, electrical, 
and other factory outputs. 


Grain Movement Above Last Year. 

‘* Total movement of grain at this port, 8,455,000 
bu, compares with 9.006.800 bu last week, and 
6,196,200 bu a year ago. Compared with 1910 in- 
creases appear in receipts 38.8 per cent and ship- 
ments 33.6 per cent. Flour receipts, 103,893 bris, 
compare with 103,907 bris last week, and 111,957 
bris a year ago, while shipments were 112.201 
bris, against 117,250 bris last week, and 104,511 
bris in 10910. 

Aggregate receipts of cattle, hogs, and sheep, 
262,312 head, compare with 242.328 head last 
week, and 221,049 head last year. Receipts of 
hides were 3,276,900) Ibs, against 2,149,500 Ibs 
last week and 3,228,600 Ibs in 1910. Wool re- 
ceipts, 1,756,400 Ibs compare with 1,022,500 lbs 
last week, and only 487,100 Ibs last year. Lum- 
ber receipts were 46,599,000 feet, against 40,812,000 
feet last week, and 55,732,000 feet in 1910.

‘*Summed up, the situation as a whole indi- 
cates a volume of trade that would have been 
deemed good a few years ago, and, furthermore, 
suggests optimism enough despite evident lagging 
tendencies, but the main desire still is to procure 
more light as to future events, particularly pros- 
pective crop yields and tariff changes, before an- 
ticipating real, sustained betterment in trade.

Shippers Contend Advantage 
Is Being Taken Under 
Commission Ruling. 


ADVANCE HITS MAJORITY. 


One Tariff Lowered, the Other 
Raised, with Strong Pro- 
test as Result. 


A controversy between the railroads and 
the producers and users of coke, the latter 
including chiefly the steel companies and 
the foundries, has been aroused by a de- 
cision of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion ordering a readjustment of the rates 
from eastern points to Chicago. The rail 
toads are seeking to advance the rates on the 
bulk of the coke shipments. 

In a recent decision the commission ruled 
that the freight rates on coke must not be 
dependent upon the uses to which the coke 
is to be put. The decision applied to the 
rates from the Connellsville district, reached 
by the Pennsylvania, Baltimore and Ohio, 
and Wheeling and Lake Erie roads, which 
rad maintained two rates. A rate of $2.36 
a ton was applied when for use in blast 
furnaces for smelting iron from the ores,” 
and a rate of $2.66 a ton when for other 
unes. The chief “other use was for 
foundries. 


New Decision Handed Down, 

Yesterday the commission issued another 
and similar decision, as applied to a similar 
variation in the rates from the Pocahontas 
d:strict in West Virginia to Chicago, via 
tne Norfolk and Western and other rall- 
ways, directing that the difference in rates 
rust be resolved by July 15 next. 

To comply with the orders of the commis- 
sion in the former case, the railroads have 
fied tariffs with the commission readjust- 
ing their rates on a parity between the two 
classes of users. The $2.6 rate, applied for 
foundry uses, was reduced 16 cents a ton, 
to $2.50, and the $2.36 rate was raised 15 
cents, to $2.50. 

The complaint arises, however, because it is said 
that 95 per cent of the coke shipped to Chicago 
is for blast furnace purposes, and is used by the 
large steel mills, while only about 5 per cent is 
used for foundry purposes. The railroads, there- 


fore, in complying with the commission's decision, 
will greatly increase their revenues on the trans- 
portation of coke. 

Complaints have been made to the commission 
by the Connellsville coke Hoducers, who claim it is 
unreasonable to advance the rates on the bulk of 
their product, and it ie said the commission may 
suspend the tariff pending an investigation, be- 
fore it becomes effective on June 15. 

Roads Accept Elevation Order. 

The IHinols Central and Western Indiana roads 
have accepted the track elevation ordinances passed 
April 5, requiring the Western Indiana to elevate 
from One Hundred and Eleventh street to One Hun- 
dred and Twentieth street o the Dolton branch, 
and the Illindie Central from State street to Stony 
Island avenue.

No work has been done yet under either ordt- 
nance, but the Western Indiana has practically 
completed its elevation work from Adams street 
to Twenty-sixth street on the west side and has 
just begun work on its South Chicago line from 
Stony Island avenue to a point east of Commercial 
avenue. This includes the elevation of the yards of 
both the Rock Island and the Belt and involves the 
expenditure of about $4.000,000. It is expected this 
work will be completed by Dec. 1. 

The Illinois railroad and warebouse commission 
has just issued supplement No. 17 to the Illinois 
freight classification, effective June 15, which 
embodies a number of changes in rates agreed 
upon at recent hearings before the commission in 
Chicago. The majority of the changes are ad- 
vances in a number of articles from fifth to fourth 
class on less than carload shipments, changes to 
bring the Illinois ratings in accordance with the 
official and western classifications, or ratinge on 
new articles not heretofore specifically classified. 


Expect Western Rate Ruling. 


Railroad officials and shippers are expecting by 
June 1 a decision from the tnterstate commerce 
commission in the famous Spokane and intermoun- 
tain rate cases, involving the legality of the present 
adjustments of rates to intermediate western 
cities and the applications of the raflroads for 
relief from the long and short haul section of the 
law on rates made to meet water competition. 

It is said that a decision from the commission 
embodying a strict interpretation of the long and 
short haul section will elicit from the roads an at- 
tack on the constitutionality of the law. The 
prospective opening of the Panama canal has an 
important bearing on the questions presented by 
the case, which has been in litigation for nearly 
twenty years in one way or another.
